Report of the School Board 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING MARCH 1, 1887. 


Disrricrt No. 1. 

Miss M. Etta Tabor of Hampstead teacher. 

Miss Tabor found the scholars here under good discipline, and 
the high standard of the school was continued through both terms. 

The scholars did remarkably well and much credit is due the 
teacher for the ability which characterized the management of the 
school. | 

Disrricr No. 2. 

Mrs. Ida A. P. Hayes of Strafford, teacher, first term. 

The condition of this school at the final examination of the 
summer term, gave evidence of an earnest, faithful teacher, and 
we considered the term a profitable one. 

Miss H. Annie Rand of Hampstead, teacher second term. 

This was her first school and she succeeded well. Good order 
prevailed, and the progress was commendable. Miss Rand was 
a favorite-with her scholars, who showed their appreciation of her 
efforts in their behalf,.by the presentation of several gifts at close 
of the school. 

Disrricr No. 3. 

This school was taught by Miss Florence R. Goodwin of Kings- 
ston; a lady of much experience as a teacher, thorough, systematic 
and a firm disciplinarian. She tries to impress upon her pupils 
the value of time, and the importance of improving the passing 
moments while in the school room. ‘The examination at the close 
of the fall term was well conducted ; the recitations were prompt 
and thoroughly committed. 
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Disrricr No. 4. 

Miss Florence W. Weeks of Exeter, teacher. 

Having taught the fall term previous with much success, Miss 
Weeks’ services were secured for the ensuing year. Both teacher 
and scholars labored diligently, and the result was a decided im- 
provement in all branches of study. Much attention was given to 
_writing, and the pupils’ copy books, were models of neatness. 
The closing examinations were very satisfactory, and there seemed 
to be but one opinion regarding the school.
